ITURBI 


celebrated Spanish concert artist, made 
his first concert tour of the United 
States in 1929. Since that time he has 
returned each season, and, his managers 
report, has played more concerts here 
than any other pianist in that period. 


Iturbi was long .a student of orches- 
tral literature and baton technique. In 
1933, he seized an opportunity to step 
from piano to conductor’s stand, a step 
so successful that today his year is divid- 
ed between playing and conducting. 


During 1934-35, Iturbi made 44 piano 
appearances, was guest director of the 
Rochester Philharmonic, the Pittsburgh 
Symphony, the Los Angeles Philharmon- 
ic, and the St. Louis Symphony. Re- 
engaged by the Philadelphia Orchestra, 
he conducted four weeks of its season. 
...-He is at present conducting the 
New York Philharmonic Symphony Or- 
chestra concerts at the Lewisohn Stad- 
ium in New York. 


His dynamic personality, his complete 
and dazzling artistry, soon made Iturbi 
a household word in musical America. 


Robert A. Simon wrote in the New 
Yorker: “Iturbi’s stick technique like his 
piano technique serves a musical pur- 
pose, and that purpose is a fine respect 
for the composer. Iturbi knows one of 
_ the principal secrets of Toscanini: that 
music must sing.” 


Jose Iturbi will give a piano recital 
on Wednesday, August 5, at 8:30 p. m., 
at the Cape Cinema, Dennis. Mr. Iturbi 
is the second attraction in the series of 
Wednesday evening concerts presented 
by Raymond Moore at the Cape Cinema. 
He will be followed on successive Wed- 
nesdays by Walter ‘Hampden, Ted 
Shawn and his ensemble of men dancers, 
and Albert Spalding.

FAMOUS LIGHT OPERA COMING TO 
CAPE PLAYHOUSE 


Ko-Ko’s official residence and his 
garden, and the famous characters who 
have tunefully peopled it, Poo-Bah, Yum- 
Yum, the Mikado, the Wandering Min- 
strel, and Katisha, will be transplanted 
by Raymond Moore to his Cape Play- 
house for one week beginning Monday, 
August 3, when he _ presents the Gil- 
bert and Sullivan operetta, ‘The Mi- 
kado.” 

The cast for this production will in- 
clude Margaret Daum, John Eaton, Mor- 
ris Huff, Charles Gaul, Wesley Boynton, 
Robertson Newbolt, Marcia Hartman. 
The orchestra is to be under the direc- 
tion of Max Fichlander. 


“The Mikado” is the third musical at- 
traction offered by Mr. Moore at the 
Cape Playhouse. The first one, “Cape 
Cod Follies,’ was presented in 1929. 
Summer theatres until then had shied 
away from musicals because of their 
costliness, but Mr. Moore’s pioneer ef- 
fort was rewarded with record-breaking 
business. Incidentally, in the cast of 
“Cape Cod Follies” was Bette Davis, at 
that time comparatively unknown. 

The second musical, presented by 
Mr. Moore in 1933, was “Meet My Sis- 
ter” with Lynn Overman and Bettina 
Hall, and, almost needless to add, was 
highly successful.

A Cape Playhouse feature that has 
perhaps attracted more favorable atten- 
tion and comment than any addition to 
the grounds since the erection of the 
Cinema, was Mr. Moore’s importation 
last week of 126 parakeets, more com- 
monly known as love birds. Sixty of the 
birds—the green and yellow ones—came 
from Maryland and are said to be inured 
to cold weather. More fragile, even if 
more beautiful, are the blue parakeets, 
52 of them, which Mr. Moore had ship- 
ped here from Florida. Three shades of 
blue are represented among the latter. 
Then there are 14 masked parakeets, 
identified by their jet black heads. They, 
too, come from Florida. The birds are 
in a specially constructed cage located 
in the gardens to the right of the Cinema.
